An Episode That May Demand the 


Attention of the Govern- 


ment. 


PAKW, Tex., March 28.-T.ho Choctaw 


fued haa resulted in bloodshed. A sharp 
and most deaperate encounter took place 
at Antlors at 2.30 this afternoon, and 
for ten m ion teg a storm of leaden hail 
fell about the town. 


At that hour seventy-eight militiamen 


onddenly deployed from the woods and 
charged on the residence of Dick Locke, 
leader of the national party, and opened 
fire opon it. 


Locke saw fhcm coming and barely 


got into the house when a fusil at] e begun. 
Locke, with five men, returned tha fire 
from ail upper Hiory, Fully 1500 uhota 
were fired, end every window was shot 
out and the walla parfarated like a sieve. 


Stray bulletd fell far and wide and ter- 


ror and consternation prevailed through- 
out the little town. Every one WHS 
uneasy and uo one knew who was safe 
with fourscore halt drunken, infuriated, 
Indians, armed to the teeth an1 with the 
smell of blood in their nostrils. 


Minutes seemed like hours, and every 


heart went out to Locke, his wife and 
little children, who were cooped up in 
their home, which was being riddled by 
Winchester balls. 


The attack was a surprise to every one, 


coming a9 it did. 


All believed and hoped that the mat- 


ter would be Battled or soon would bo, by 
daylight thia morning the militia, under 
command of Captain Key Darant, went 
to Locke's house and insisted npon 
searching it. He was not at home, bnt 
in the mountains in camp about three 
milee from town. 


After remaining In town while they 


returned to camp word wan conveyed to 
Locke, and bia company with hie eon 
and eight others went home to aee what 
had been done, af> ho faared violence 
had been done his family. 


Ho reached there aboat 10 o'clock this 


morning. "United States Attorney Lee 
and Judge Durant, leading Jones' mon, 
went to the mi'itia camp at Davenport, 
three milea north of Butler's, and had B 
lone consultation with Captain Darant 
ana Thompson and J-idge Dukea. 


Jones, leader of tbo government offi- 


cials, explained to them the position the 
United States occupied. 
Klf Locks attacked Diirant, who was a 
United Stat99 deputy, Locke's entire 
party would be held to answer in the 
United Rtatea court for attacking him, 
and if thsy attached Locke, they would 
be held because he had served the 
United States m a poeaamau and guard. 


They wanted to know if they had a 


process for any man Locke had. 
After 


much bickering they said they had a 
process for Wills Jones, who had been 
indicted lor 
compHcrcy--in---KiilinK.- 


Furfcher parley was had, and the diffi- 


culty seemed to be temporarily settled. 


Shortly afterwards, 
however, Duke 


dashed down the road st the head of a 
body of militia, and went at once to 
Locke's hoaso. Locko asked that time 
be allowed for his wife and children to 
get oot of the way, and a report of Win- 
chBBtew was the only reply. 


Mrs. Locko went out of her house into 


the ctre?t and denounced Duke and hia 
folowere as cowardly, brutal murderers. 
Meanwhile Captain Thompson came up, 
snd in company with Commissioner Gib- 
bons went to his men and begged them 
to stop firing. 


They went to Locke's house while it 


was etill receiving leaden bail, and while 
Gibbons stood outside and commanded 
peace the men ceased firing. 


After the part/the in'UUia left town 


and went a mile north of town into 
camp. 


A survey waa then made of the field. 


In Locke's house three men were found 
wounded. Locke's little daughter had 
her haircut by a bullet aa she was going 
up ataira with a baby in her arm?. A 
ball passed through Locke's hat and his 
eon's arm was grazed. 
It is eaidf ho children were shot at as 


th:y endeavored to go from their resi- 
dence to B cabin in the yard. 
Warrants were ipsued at once for a 


large number of the rioters and late this 
afternoon 
Gibbous, Kirkpairick 
and 


Jades Durant went to the militia camp 
and arrested G. W. Duke and eighteen 
others and brought them here tonight.

HAWAIIAN MATTERS. 


Tbe Provisional Government Mov- 


ing Along Serenely. 


HONOLULU, March 28.—The political 


situation of the islands remains un- 
changud. The provisional government 
Btill continues to exercise all its powers 
originally conferred, and the conditional 
protectorate announced by United States 
Minister S'.evena on behalf of this gov- 
ernment ia ttill maintained. 


The armed force from the cruiser Bos- 


ton ia Btill on snore, and the American 
fl*g is still floating over the government 
buUding. 


There has bean no public disturbance 


of any character, and there haa ensued a 
quiet waiting for the final decision of the 
American government. 


The only activity in political circles at 


present is due to tho formation of an- 
lexation 
and non-annexation clubs. 


Neither of the organizations have as yet 
attained a membership likely to influ- 
ence the political outcome.

The boy then fired several shots at the 


man in the stern of the skiff, when tbo 
other man turned on him and emptied a 
charge of NV fi shot in the boy's breast, 
killing him instantly. 


The men in the ekifl* then palled to 


shore nnd escaped. 


Crowds of men are out with t>ans loob- 
>£ for them, and if caught it is believed 
;hay will be lynched or shot down. 


The place where they landed is a sort 


of island, 100 yards from the main land, 
rind officers searched it tonight, but 
could not find the men. 


Their boat was found at the island, 


aowever, and there is BO much blood in 
it that it is believed that the boy wound- 
ed the one he shot at before ha was 
killed.

afterwards United States judge of the 
superior court of Florida. His brother 
waa killed in the Mexican war, and Gen- 
eral Smith himaelf was twice breveted 
for gnllantry on the field io the aame 
war. His record daring the civil war is 
well known.

Governor McKinley Stirs the Blood 


and. Arouses Old Time En- 


thusiasm. 


CANTON, 0., March 29.-The Repub- 


lican tariff banquet here tonk-ht was a 
political success, 400 guests being pres- 
ent from various citiea in Ohio. 


The banquet was spread in the taber- 


nacle, a mammoth structure dedicated 
to political purposes in 1834, with a 
speech by James G. Blaiue. The in- 
terior of tbe building waa handsomely 
decorated. 


Governor McKinley occupied the posi- 


tion Of honor at thr> first table. IIuu. J . 
S. FaGsett was toast master, and at the 
conclusion of the feast he read letters of 
regret from ex President Harrison, Bea- 
ator Sherman, G. R. Gibaon of Ohio, 
Hon. J. C. Burrows of Michigan, ex- 
Governor Foraker, es-Speaker Reed, 
Senator ilanderson and Congressman 
Dalzell. 


With the exception of that of Senator 


Sherman the letters of regret contained 
no significant ott.ranccs. Senator Sher- 
ma.t took occasion to discasa the finan- 
cial question, lie said what was needed 
was an honest currency, and hia experi- 
ence had shown him that notes of na- 
tional banks secured by an equal or 
greater amount of United States bonds, 
form the best currency that had been 
davieed, "Notes of the United States," 
he saya, "carefully limited in amount 
and backed by the credit of our whole

TO DO AWAY WITH MIUDLKKlfiH 


"Rusty CaB3"Advi$es the Employment 


of a Man of Brains to Mau- 


aee Affairs. 


"Rusty CUHB" uan is in A communUa- 


tion referring to the defects in the Itaiain 
bill, which lailed to receive the aicna- 
tnre ol the governor. He begins by ob- 
jecting to the admission oi brokers and 
commission men to tho b^ard of direct- 
ors, and goaa on to aay: 


"LftBt year they encouraged immedi- 


ate cliipinente, making each of ua believe 
that we were going to get ahead ot onr 
dear neighbor, and when the Btakea were 
all put up Bimnltaueonflly broke the mar- 
ket and raked in the pot at their own 
price. 
Aided by the iinmeme profile 


they have been enabled to bank, they 
are just now no doubt laying their pipea 
to cateh na again. If they can't do it by 
wholesale aa they did laat year, they will 
do it by retail, once they are represented 
on tbe board of directora. In fact, all 
they hava to do ia to get hold of onr bnai- 
"neas and carefully manage it in their 
own interest a instead^! their employers. 


"In all other civilized countries I be- 


lievo it a custom for the commission 
merchant to make up account ealee, Riv- 
ing name of each purchaser of your 
go:dB, date and price, so that all can be 
verified it wished, but here it appears to 
be considered BB a want of confidence if 
one requires any particulars of the Bale 
of his goods. Yon get account Bfllea, 
Hold for ao much, commission on goods 
amount to so much, balance so much. 
Like it or lump it, BO satisfaction and no 
redress, even when definite and positive 
orders have been disregarded. 


"They can write you sweet letters of 


undying devotion, but If raising are go- 
ing up, they unfortunately sold the moat 
oi youra (they don't yet say how many) 
at ths low price. If raisins are going 
down, none have been sold until hard- 
pan IB reached, when they all go. I 
would like to hear from the shipper tbat 
ever got anything above the lowest price 
that ruled in the market for bis raisins 
during the time they were 'on Bale' in 
brokers' hands. 
"For doing all this BO nicely the cora- 


mUaion man will tax you 5 per cent for 
the B»le and 1 p&r cent for paying y n. 
This 6 per ceut is upon the gross amount 
freight and all, BO that in epme caaea in 
tbe past season tho commisaiouB came to 
20 per cent on the price your raisins 
gave you in tlie sweat box. So the bro- 
ker can be honeBt and take most of the 
profile, or he can ba dishonest, aa they 
sometimea are, and take everything In 
either case you have practically no 
redress. 
"Last year demonstrated the wisdom 


of combined action on the part of the 
growers. It also demonstrated the c'an- 
ger oi trusting oua'a business in the 
hands of a secret enemy. And any com- 
bination this year with a commiEBion 
man in it would aarely coma to 'grief;' 
therefore the governor's 'veto1 has no 
doubt saved as from diaastar. 


"And now we are in prime condition 


to call a meeting and make things eolid. 
How to dispose of our crop independen1 


of the brokers ia the question to be set- 
tled—uot a difficult matter provided 
cheap money can be obtained eo as to 
carry the crop until wanted. 
'To have the banks and money lend- 


ers recegniz3 the value of raisins BB a 
collateral will require something more 
than a hayseed directory; 


The amount involved is quite suffi- 


cient to warrant the employinant of B 
Rockafeller or some other fellow who 
ha3 the brains, capacity and experience 
to talk millions to those who have mill- 
ions for invflHtment. In this way money 
at a low rats can be secured to carry the 
stock, even it we have to secure it by 
blanketing our vineyarda. 


"The salary of such a man would be 


very high, but the raisin business is & 
large one. The coming crop should sell 
for over $3,COO,000. The brokers'5 per 
cent on this would come to nearly $200,- 
000. A Ur to the grower of 1 per cent 
on all sold would give enough to nay a 
big aalary, traveling expenses all over 
the country, and tba little items of office 
expenses tb»t were GO bard to meat last 
year by voluntary contributions. Thia 
would giva a better service than through 
middle men, and a diract saving to the 
producers in commissions alone of at 
least $160.000. 
"But where to find thia wonderful man 


of affairs is the question. We could not 
truat any of the btokera or commisaion 
men that havo already had a whack at 
na. Tbey are like the dog that haa tast- 
ed sheep blood—they can 
never be 


trusted. 


"How would it do to offer the position 


to the importer of Spanish raiaine, who 
haa done us so n.>uch honor aa a compet- 
itor, but has never betr&yedos? We 
have got to break him up at any price, 
and it would ba far cheaper to employ 
that knowledge of the business than to 
fight it at a disadvantage. 


"Among tbe raisin growers there are 


no doubta many retired business men 
who could, it they would take the trou- 
ble, give the less experienced producer 
many valuable a ggestions aa to how to 
make this business a success, and there 
appears to ha no better way than through 
tbe daily papers, where yon are kindly 
allowed to have your Bay under an as- 
sumed name, BO t at It will bs taken for 
all it ia worth and read by all interofltet 
at their leisure, ind no donbt help them 
to vote intelligently upon the questions 
aa they coma up at the producers' anc 
packers' meetings to be held soon.

The mysterious brilliant Btw that IB 


engauing the atteation of aetronomera in 
California was watched last night hy 
hundreds of people in thia city. Be- 
tween 8 aad 9 o'clock the hall-dozen 
pereocB who saw it at midnight on the 
preceding evening were watching tbe 
eastern eky for its rising, bnt thfy 
failed to find it. At 1 o'clock yeeterday 
morning it was about 30 degrees abovo 
the horizon in the southeastern sky, and 
it was expected last night that it woald 
rise again in the east, aed take the came 
western course. 
At about 9:30 o'clock a press dispatch 


was received by THE REPUBLICAN an- 
nouncing that the etar was aeain visible 
from San Francisco and other pointa, 
high above the horizon a little south of 
weat. "When the amateir astronomers 
went out on tho street they saw the etar 
about 30 degrees above the horizon 
west by southwest. 
The extraordinary brilliancy and rapid 


twinkling ol the new heavenly body was 
observed by others and noon hundreds 
of people were gathered in the streets 
watchinu the new messenger aa the 
Shepherds of old watched the Star of 
Bethlehem. 
Its brilliancy was nndimmea even m 


the bright light of the moon and it 
twinkled like a coruscating diamond of 
the first water, throwinR out 0aahea ot 
acarlet and emerald. To tbe naked eye 
it appeared to be larger than a etar of 
tho firtt magnitude, and tho other lights 
in the sky seemed to be pale and aickly 
in comparison. Seen through an opera 
or Bold glass the brilliancy of its flashes 
was remarkable, but it did not present 
any of tha phenomena of a comet. There 
was nothing nebulous either in it or 
around it. It was ae clear cnt and more 
brilliant than Veuua, Sirias or Jupiter. 


Many theories were advanced to ac- 


count for the strange visitor. Some per- 
sons asserted that it was a planet from 
afar traveling toward the earth and that 
in a year or so the two would collide and 
be dissipated in fiery gaaea by the force 
of the impact. 
Othera ridiculed this 


theory, and held that aa comets are often

A NEW A8TRONOMKIE. 


Ho Asserts That There Ara Non 


Reflecting fltarB. 


Last night's Expositor contains the 


followioR, written by its local aatron- 


er: 
:Tbe explanation cannot he given 


here, farther than to say that astrono- 
mers are of the belief that in some of the 
instances the sadden brightness is due 
to the burning ot the heavenly body, ant 
that the burning is moat probably due to 
the sadden collision with another star 
It must be borne in mind that there are 
probably as many black and invisible 
stars in tbe sky as there are bright ones 
The brightness is due only to beat 
When a star is cold it becomes invisible 
Thore may be thousands of these invis 
iblo stars in tbe sky, some perhaps very 
near tbe earth. Should two of them, by 
any unbalancing of their equilibrium 
rush together, there would be a sudden 
blaze of light where nothing had been 
seen before, aa there was laat night." 


This is something new and startling in 


astronomy, for instance—that tbe Hfih 
oi the moon, the earth and of othe 
planets ia due to heat, and tbat there ex 
ist stars within the range of telei-copi 
viaioD tbataro invisible, and that Bain 
neither with tlitir own light nor thp re 
6ected light of tbe sun.

The witness had no personal interest

The witness was at lunch with Mr. 


Willis one day in Mitrovich'a reeUu- 
rant and Myer camn into the place.

Sam \Vold-euburij aeked the witce=B it 


he knew anybody connected with the 
furniture bids, and upon Curlett replying 
that he knew one of the bid tiers, W olden- 
burp tasked Cnrlett to introduce him tJ 
his "frieud. Mr.Cartoi introduced him 
to Humphrey because Woldtuburg 6ai' 
he wanted to talk with him. 


THE IIEPERESCE TO SAM. 


On the evening of Hie 18th of Novem- 


ber Humphrey and Cnrlett met Super- 
visor Myer. and upon Humphrey asking 
Myer how he felt as to the bid of Hum- 
phrey'a firm Myer replied, "You ace 
Mr. Woldenburj; end whatever be save 
will be all right." 


The meeti- g with Woldenburg was 


next detailed. 
" Woldenburg said to me," continued 


the witness, "I can get this contrac 
cloaed up for your frieud, but it will cos1 
him abont f 1000.' I eaid, 'Mr. "SVolden- 
burg, I have nothing to do with this; ] 
am not in tbe furniture business and 1 
won't'have anything to do with it.'" 


The" witness testified 
further that 


Hauke'a statement tbat the witness had 
offered him $1150 for bis vote was false.

"I met Hanke almost daily, and one 


day in the court house," continued Mr, 
Curlett, "Hanke asked me if IthocKbt 
there was any money to be had crsf-oJ 
tbe concern.

Ou another occaiion ITanke called 


upon Curlett at the Hughes hotel, and 
they walked out on the street together. 
Haoke remarked that there was money

(Uanke) was going out of office, and un- 
less there was some oue in control of the 
money he could not see how he (.Hanke) 
could get any of tbe money.

On No- 
vember 14th Tomblin left with the wit- 
ness a canvas sack containing heavy 
metal, »nd requested Crank to put it in 
the safe for him. Tomblin eaid at tbe 
same time that he found it to be the 
safer way to bring tbe monev himself 
than to send it by Wells, Fargo & Co. 


D. M. Torablin waa called to the stand 


and explained tbat tbe Back contained 
money that he received in Fresno and 
tbat he was taking it with him to Ma* 
dera. A man named Thompson, who 
had an interest in a metal firm in Chi- 
C320, was an old friend of the witness 
and reque&fed Tomblia to introduce him 
to Supervisor Myer.

Hebbron of the state board of equalize.* 
tion, arrived in Fresno yesterday for the 
purpose of informing themselves us to 
property valuations. 


Both these gentlemen have been fre- 


quently abused by the San Francisco 
press because they raised theaeeeaBment 
on San Francisco property, which baa 
alwayd been rat&d too low by corrupt po- 
litical influences. 


Tbe gentlemen have prepared the fol- 


ng tables to show that while the assess- 
ment has been generally increased the 
tax baa been lowered in almost every 
county in the etateexcept Ban Francisco. 


The total valuation of Fresno county 


in 1S91 was (41,702.075. The rate before 
the board of equalization took action was 
4S.8 cents, Rnd the state tai at thin r*ta 
would have been $203,510.,r.l. After tbe 
board took action tbe rate was roiuced 
to 44.6 cents, nuking tho elate tax $185,- 
005.2o', a saving to the county of $l7,iilfi. 
In 1S9:J the total valuation waa $43,434,- 
•*57, on which tbe rate would have baen 
40.2, yielding a revenue of S200.G(>(i.2ti. 
After action the rate was reiluced to 43.4 
yielding a revenue of ¥!SS,504.f>7, a sav- 
ing of $12.1li2. 


Tho following table shows reductions 


on the taxes of several counties caused 
by having S^n Francinro nrnpeity IIB- 
seeeei! at Eombthicg like its real valua- 
tion. It will be seen that the taxation 
of ull tho counties has boon decreased 
witli thtt exvcption of San Francisco, 
which sho\\s the only increase. The 
valuation on Ban Francisco was raised 
3D per cent, while that on other counties 
ran 5, 10 and 15 per cent. In spite ol 
tiiese raises of rates tbu taxation of the 
counties was materially leeeened:

3g"Thero are so many of these art pium 
thnt space forbids a fnll description and 
but a mention can be marfo of them. 
Among others are a Maltese cross, 11 
peached and prunes, a horse shoe, an 
anchor, shears in black prun-s with sil- 
ver prunea for back ground, a dollar 
mark worked in fruit, indicating that 
there are dollars in fruit. Tho whole ia 
worked out in the moat ingenious and 
Btrikiiig manner, and indicates that the 
youog lady under whose bands they 
grew ia an artist in fruit, and whon they 
are in their position at the fair they will 
have a very striking efldct, and make 
Keru's exhibit one of the best in the 
World's Fair."

A TIMELY DISCOVERY. 


JAILKIi 
COiN^NKLLY 
MAKES 
AN 


INSPECTION, 


Finds a Saw and Other Im- 


plements Concealed iu 


ft Cell. 


It is customary for Jailer Connolly to 


make a thorough inspection of the jail 
onco a woek, BO that in case any of the 
prisoners have managed to eecure arti- 
cles from tbe outside which they have 
no right to have, they may he fonnd 
and duly appropriated. 
Of course there 


ia no regular day set for these inspec- 
tions, for then tbe prisoners would have 
an easy time in rendering the jailor's 
search fruitless. 


Daring an inspection yesterday morn 


iag .Tailer Connolly made an important 
find. Tn a cell in the lower corridor he 
found two table knives, a pair of pincers, 
a pair of large scissors and a pair of 
small BciBHors. One of the knives had 
been converted into a saw with a Sis, 
and Mr. Connelly proved to hie satisfac- 
tion that it could be pat to good service, 
rather bad service, by testing it ujon a 
piece of iron, which it cut quite easily. 


Both the edge and the back of the 


knife had been filed. The work on the 
edge appeared to be that of a bungler, 
while tbe saw on the back was evidently 
made by a skillful band. Of tbe sec- 
ond knifo, half the blade waa missing, 
but what remained waa nearly as eharp 
as a rezor. Both bore traces of having 
buen recently worked on. The pincers 
are large enough to he quite handy in 
twisting an iron bar, aud tbe scitsore 
might also have been converted into 
serviceable saw?. 


The occupant of the cell whera tho 


articles were found is a man serving a 
sentence for drunkenness. Jailor Con- 
nolly stated, however, that thia man 
had nothing to do with the article en 1 
intimated that he knew where they 
came from. He places much weight 
upon the discovery, and it is evident an 
attempt to break jail was in contempla- 
tion. 


In the lower corridor only vagrants, 


drunkards and petty thieves are kept, 
and it is not likely the to^le were in- 
tended for any ol them. The probability 
is tbat some prisoner in the lower cor- 
ridor WHS to see that- they reached tbe 
hands of aome one in the upper corridor, 
where the important offenders were con- 
fined. 


Thia \a not tho first time tools of this 


kind have been introduced into the jail. 
It ia on this account that Sheriff Scott's 
predecessor asked the supervisor sev- 
eral timea to have a fenca erected around 
the jiil, and it ia probable that Sheriff 
Scott will make tbe same demand. The 
late grand jury also advised the super- 
vigors to do this. That no one has 
broken j*il so far ia due only to the vigi- 
'nrjce of the official?.

Behind Small Deeds Are Greater 


Things Concealed—Lessoas of 


Great Teadiere. 


Kev. W. J. roller was gieeted with a 


large audience at tho Unity Society 
meeting in Kutner Hall last Sunday 
night. The eubject of tha lecture waa 
"Healed Orders," and it was one of tbe 
most echolarly efforts tbat ban been 
heard in Fresno for a long time. 


The lecture began with a definition of 


the title. In times of war veetela are 
often dispatched from poit under sealed 
orders. Their commanders are directed 
to Steer for a certain point on tbe high 
seas, and \vbeu tbat point i« reached the 
sealed ordera are read, and for the first 
time tbe commander learns tbe mission 
aud destination of his vCEEe). 


So, under sealed orders is the voyage 


of life begun. Not a child is born whose 
future ia not wrapped in mystery. There 
infinbryo is the manor woman, but 
what will be tho career of the man or 
woman nothing in the child fully fore- 
tells, nor can the patents prophesy it. 
We etart in life cu an open sea. We 
know tbe harbor from which wo sailed, 
and we linger near its familiar phorea, 
but we know not the harbor to which we 
sail nor the duties which await us there. 
Yet time ia a master that outranks all 
other authorities nnri bids us depart. 


Though WB all begin the jouruty of 


life under sealed orders, unless, when the 
time comes for breaking the seals has 
arrived, we have reached through edu* 
cational tfaiuiut; a certain moral mid 
mental positon, we may not be Lbte to 
accomplish the service to which our nat- 
ural facilities call UP. Wo may steer.our ' 
conree to n particular object, but what 
may develop from tbat object, what may 
be hidden behind it, we are unable to 
say. 


There are too many personal wills act- 


ing besides our own, too many forces in 
operation besides 
human forces, too 


many moral hazards on all flfdea which 
may touch onr lives, too much of unde- 
veloped and unknown possibility in our 
natures for any person to be able to say 
at the beginning of life's activities jnat 
wbat acd how much he will have ac- 
complished at the end. 


Marriage ia entered under sealed 


bonds. Lovo is proverbially blind. It 
knows its present satisfaction. Bat it 
little foreeecQ, and it ie best it ehould 
not, either the possible bights of happi- 
DBEB which may be in store for it if it be 
genuine aud remain true, or the possible 
disappointments and sorrows whicb may 
come even to lie truest hearts and into 
the truest homes. The wife entering 
tbe sacred ways of motherhood goes 
down into the valley of shadows for the 
consummation of the hope of her heart 
and the hope of the race, but knows not 
whether fhe shall emerge on tto Bide of 
time or the side of eternity. 


The morrow is always hidden. Some 


sealed order rbat we like to en-pect may 
be opened with the dawn of another day. 
We may be celled suddenly to face eome 
sorrow, to grapple with eome calamity. 
Sooner or later the harrow corns'} over us, 
the burden comtB upon our shoulders,the 
messenger of death knocks at our door. 


And there are sealed ordera that not 


any emergency in life, but only death 
can open. As we came into this life 
under sealed orders, so under sealed or-^>- 
dera do we make our final exit. Even 
though there be a Grm faith, an un< 
shaken confidence that the future, as 
tbe present, must bring life there IP yet 
no sure revelation; only conjecture, 
how, where, what that }ifa is to be. The 
most ardent Christian believer does not 
profess to define the where or the how of > 
hie heaven. Though spiritualism, with 
all its claims be admitted, it really an- 
swers FatiafyinEly no questions tbat go 
to the depths of things save the fact of 
continued existence; aud to many minda 
its petty details of professed revelation 
mir its evidence of even that tact'. 


None of the great moral and religions 


teachers of tha world—Buddha, Con- 
facing, Socrates, Jeaua—foresaw at the 
b?ginning of their careers what they 
were to pass through, wbat weight of 
duties they were to meet. They began 
their great missions under sealed orders. 
They went down to their graves without 
seeing all that they had done. They 
wrought in faith and were willing to seal 
their testimony with their blood, yet 
were not permitted to see the foil fruit 
of their works. Witbin their deeds lay 
greater deeds concealed. When Jeans 
went lo be baptised of John he knew 
uot hat he carried in bis bosom an or- 
der to found a new religion which was to 
abrogate the dispensation of John's bap- 
tism.

J. Noon ia the Bodega aa- 
loon, WM found dead in Ma bed yester- 
day morning. The deceased had taken 
an overdose of chloroform; whether in- 
tentionally or accidentally ia cot known. 


He wfent to hia room in the Martin 


block on 1 etreet somewhat under the 
influence of liquor, at 5 o'clock last Fri- 
day afternoon. He eeemed to be dazed, 
for be asked the landlady to opau the 
dcor of hia room for him, saying at the 
same time that he had left hn key at 
home, 


Yesterday morning he was discovered 


dead, lying tally dreeeed on the bed. A 
water tumbler that had contained tbe 
morphine was found on the table and 
the top of the tumbler was covered with 
some photographs. On the top of the 
bnreaa were spread family and oth?r 
photojiapbB, together with his first and 
second naturalization papers. 


An inqueat was held by Coroner Ste- 


phens yesterday afternoon, and tho jnry 
returned a verdict to the effect that tbe 
deceased was a native of England, aged 
27 years, and had come to hia death trim 
in overdose of morphine administered 
>y his own hand. 


The testimony developad the fact that 
he deceased was the son of Lieutenant* 
Seneral Sir A. Chichester, baronet, of 
Yonelon Hall, Devonshire. 
Tbe de- 


ceased left England in 1SS5, and lived in 
Tresno for several years. He waa of a 
good-natured, sociable disposition and 
ook to drinking. About two months 
.IJQ he went to a cold cure inetitatiou at 
Riverside, submitted to a course of 
.reatment for tha drinking habit and 
vas discharged cured about two weeks 
ago. 


He returned to Fresno very much im- 


jroved in health and looks, and declared 
bat he had lost all appetite for Hquor. 
'his seemed to be the fact, for he did 
tot toach a drop until a day or two ago. 
itit it appeared that after leaving tha 
?oltl cure establishment be began taking 
mall doses of morphine for tbo purpose 
f inducing sleep. A fow nights ago he 


was with some old-time companions, 
who bantered him on his having been 
urod of the drinking habit. Thiir ridi- 
ala had a disastrous effect, for he took 


glues of mineral water with some 


whisky in it and became intoxicated. 
He exhibited considerable remorse 


.he next day for what he had dona, bat 
e did not appear to be despondent. He 
'as not in want of the necessaries of 
fe because he received an allowance of 
50 per month regularly from his family 
n England, and that sam, together 
wiih what be earned, made his sur- 
oundings as comfortable as could be ei- 
octed.

lo havo been bribable, or to havo toler- 
ated bribery, tho deduction is painfully 
obvious. Universal suffrage has failed 
to elect im honest fiovereign povcer.— 
London Saturday Review.

The late Earl oE Essex was buried in a 


coffin of oak designed twelve years ago 
by the deceased nobleman himself, who 
was a prominentmember of the Funeral 
Reform association. It had, what is 
called "open trellis work" around it and 
was filled with choice herbs and ever- 
greens. There have been many people 
of recent years, some of them prominent 
in other ways, who have had their cof- 
fins made to order long before tho ap- 
proach of death.

A log of 
the tree wan placed in the temple for tbe 
worship oi the superstitious natives. 


Ignorance and Eupeiatition are the 


great obstacles to missionary work in 
China. A 15-year-old boy waa brought 
by his parents to tha mission for medical 
treatment. 
After taking the doctor's 


inediciue he apparently died, and his 
parents accused the mission doctor of 
Imving poisoned hiuiand demanded that 
the doctor should accompany them to 
their house and bring the boy to life 
again. The people were very rnnch in- 
censed agaia&t him and threatened to 
beat him to death in case of his failure. 
The doctor went to the bouee, praying 
all the way for divine aid, and when be 
arrived at his destination he found that 
the boy was not dead, bat in a elate of 
coma. 


After administering something to tha 


boy through the nostrils, consciousness 
returned and the bey declared that the 
doctor's medicines had done him good, 
bnt that his mother was so wicked and 
cruel to him that ho became desperate 
and poisoned himself with an overdose 
of opium. HavioR made this statement 
he lapsed into unconsciousness and died. 
Thus were the parents and the mob cov- 
ered with shame and coofusion. 


La^t summer some of tho people tried 


to get a mob together to tear down the 
chapel, but the Chinese authorities in- 
terfered and t brent e nod decapitation to 
every one who should attempt to com- 
mit violence upon the miBBioaarie?. 


More missionaries and missionary doc- 


tors were needed io China, and espocially 
lady physicians, for such only can gain 
admieeion to Chinees households. 


The writer closed by Baying that the 


motto of the mission IB "China for 
Christ" and that he End his associates 
would work /aithfully to make the motto 
oome true. 


Gin Foo King, Lem T.en, Joe Sing and 


Wong Gow sang sacred quartets in Eng- 
lish and ChineEC. 


Lung Dim, Jua Toe, Foa Don and 


others recited bymns and other appro- 
priate matter in English with very good 
accent. 


Wong Kow, in a very interesting man- 


ner, told how he became a Christian. 
He worked in San Francisco for a Chris- 
tian lady who gave him his board and 50 
cents a week, tocethar with instructions 
in cooking and English. lie ran away 
onco because a wicked Chinaman told 
him that he conld pet easier work at $3 a 
week, and hia father teat him dreadfully 
when the lady reported that fact. He 
afterwards worked in a cigar shop, where 
he learned to smoko opium and fell into 
other evil habits. 


He was finally taken in hand by the 


people of the "Chinese Congregational 
miPiion and reformed his bad habits and 
became a Chris'San.

The boftid of education at ita next 


meeting will discuss the subject of call- 
ing an election for the issuance of $75,- 
000 bonds for building a high echool and 
a ward echool in the Freano school dis- 
trict. 


The governor has aigned Aeeembly- 


wau Jacobsen's bill, enabling school 
districts in or including cities of the fifth 
ctass, to muQ bonds for school purposes 
and it Is now a law. 


Section 1 provides that the board of 


education iu any school district in B city 
of the fifth class, or of any school dis- 
trict which (embraces territory, a por- 
tion of which is without snch city of the 
fifth class) may, when in their judgment 
it is advisable, and must when requested 
by the board of true tees of each city, 
call an election aud submit to the elect- 
ors of tho district whether the bonds of 
such district shall be issued and sold for 
the purpose of raising money to pur- 
chase school lota, and for building or 
purchasing one or more school houses, 
and BnppljinR the same with furniture, 
necessary apparatus, nnd improving the 
grounds, and for liquidating any iodettt- 
edneas already incurred 'for that pur- 
pose. 


Section 2 provides that such ejection 


muat be called by posting notices, sl^nttd 
by the board of education, in three o! 
the most public places in the district, for 
not IPES than twenty ilaye before tbo 
election and by publishing such notices 
in some newspaper published iu each 
city not loss than once a week for three 
successive week?. 


Upon the declaration of the result of 


stiid election made by tha bo^ird oi edu- 
cation, the board of supervisors are 
authorized to issue the bonds, which 
must not bear a greater Interest than 8 
per cent, interest, to be payable Beini- 
aunually, and such bonds shall not be 
eold for lees than par value. Two-thirda 
of the whole number oi votes cast, or a 
majority of one-third, shall be necessary 
to carry the election.
